I have talked with several of your courtroom staff members via phone since sending you some 
correspondence on March 29, 2006. Excerpts of that earlier corresponderKe follow my message. 

A sentencing hearing for Microsoft lawyer - lobbyist Jack AbramofF is set for June. 2007. based on ttie 
conversations referenced above. I respectfolly request that AbramofTs role in a far larger scandal than the 
widely publicized fleecing of various American Indian tribes of approximately $80 million be considered as an 
aggravating factor in your determination of his sentence. A preprint of my nmrestigative article that wHI be 
appearing in TTie Social Contract under the title The Abramoff Visa* that I have written is attached to this 
letter. The article summarizes Jade AbramofPs rote as teader of Team AbrEonoff in prooiring benefictal (for 
Microsoft) changes to the H-1 B visa law in 1996, 1998. and 2000. Mcrosoft piDoired legislative chsmges 
worth billions to their profitab^, white millfons of experienced American dfizen technical professionals test 
their livelihoods, and our nation's homeland security was weakened. This Hter also sets forth fobbyi^ 
AbramofTs lack cH coop^alitMi in providing details about his lobbying on b^iatf of Microsoft white he was 
awaiting incarceration.

Dear Judge Huvelle: 

I hope that you will take this non-cooperation information provided in this correspondence into consideratfon 
regarding any defense motions to delay senteru:ing for Jack AbramofF. I understand that Federal Judge Paul 
C. Huck is set to sentence Jack AbramofF on March 29, 2006 in connection wittt his guilty ptea in the 
Southem District of Florida Court. 

The issue that I am concemed about is what the late firee-maritet advocate and Nobel economist Milton 
Friedman in 2002 called a "govemment subsidy". It is a thing of value worth bOKons of dollars a year for 
employer interests as a consequence of ofRdal acts. Federal officials such as Rep. Tom DeLay received 
campaign contributions either directly or indirectly from these employer interests. As an example, Microsoft 
Corporation spent approximately $100 million since 1990 on these issues.

There were unprecedented mcreases in federal R&D 
funding, with a rapkl rise to over 11% of the federal budget in FY1964 to FY1966. (Figure 1.) These 
resources fadStated the Baby Boomer's college attendance and a massive U.S. college buikJing boom. 
However, *high tech* empfoyers enjoyed their forst taste of fresh Onexpensive) young btood* as the fir^ 
Baby Boomers earned bachefor's degrees in 1967. Once high tech empfoyers became accustomed to the 
resultant high profit margins, they were reluctant to give them up, as we shaff see later in this artnle. 

By ttie late 1970s, federal R&D funtiSng, whfoh is a key funding source for l^h^ educatfon. had r^umed to 
the more typical value of about 4%. Around this tvne.coHege and university adnvnisbators were apparently 
becoming concerned with the cost of faculty and resesrchers needed to staff the recently enlarged 
campuses. The adnwiistrators utSzed their trade associ£rtk>n. The Assoctafiwi of American Universities, to 
influence Rep. Joshua Eiiberg (D-PA) wtw chaired the House tmmigratfon Subcommittee. Rep. Eift>erg 
utilized once-'m-a-lifetime pariiamentary tactfos to sneak through a change in 1976 to U.S. immigrafion law 
that granted to colleges and universities the right to import unlknited nionbers of professors and researchers 
- and to av(Md any erttestatkms that these enr^>toyers were tiarming the enqitoyment rights of quafified

Private sector empfoyers that foamed about the 'sweetfieart dear that colleges had obtained in 1976 

desired to have access to the same pool of young reduced - cost highly - skiied labor. The levers of power 
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in Washington, DC were nnanipulated by firms such as Microsofl, HP, IBM, Motorola, Raytheon, Intel, and 
DuPont in the late 1980s to accomplish this goal. 

The astcMjnding wifonnation that the U.S. government utilized taxpayer resources in the late 1980s to destroy 
the careers of Americans (the science, engineering, and information technology workforce that strengthened 
the U.S. econwiTy) seems implausit}ie. Legal researcher and MIT mathematician Eric Weinstern, Ph.D. 
unearthed this information and has published several on Bne articles regarcfing these policies. (3.) The 
pofictes tnchxted a set of NSF 'repoHTts* starting atxMJt 1985. claiming an incqxent 'looming shortage' of 
scientists and engineers.

These iinrnigrants could in effect move to the head of ttie 'green card* line father 
than waiting for ttie tyii^cally decade or more waiting times. Snoe significwit rumbers of foreigners woidd be 
imported, there wouM be an advantageous (from the emptoyer perspective) depresston of s^aries for U.S. 
citizens as a consequence of the law of supply and demand. Science. Engmeermg, and Technology (SET) 
fields are the fir^ to be hamied by this rnass irnportstion, since nature laws are not dKtated by pomnal 
boundaries. A physkast trained in Bepig. Bangafore, or Boston learns the same principles. Inftetton - 
corrected wages of U.S. SET professionals have been essentially stagnant since 1 996 as a ivsutt. 

Department of tfie Interior analyst Davki Nor^ ncMed in Ivs 1995 book (ptdification was sponsored by tfie 
Stoan Foundatfon) that the f^npfoyer - designed pix>waons <rf the Immigrafion Act of 1990 sfipidated that tile 
immigrant couki be sirtiject to immediate deportafion if his job were cut. TNs proviskm insured that Oie 
imported hi^skia work force was docOe - and oouM be ntknkJated to avoid joining louons. for exan^. (4.) 
The visa program, iflce most special visa programs was 'dual intent' pemytfing tite so<»Hed temporary 
worker to gwly for perrnanent residency If his currerrt ernptoyer coinpleted sponsorsfiip docurtientaSon. This 
provisfon gave the emptoyer unprecedented power over the invnigrarti, resiitmg in a de-facto todentured 
servitude duririg a nornmal seven ye«^ process to obtain perrnanerit resklency. If the irnmigrarit 1^ an 
emptoyer. the sponsorship process wouM iiave to start ed over. In a May, 1999 »ticie. the presklent of a

A related problem is the emptoyer abuse of standards programs such as ISO 9000. whtoh stiptri^es that aH 
tNJsiness processes are to tie con^>letely documented. Ttvs documentation facilitates 'knowledge transfer' 
of intellectual property devetoped by U.S. citizens to knported workers. Orwe ttiis inteOedual property exists 
HI written form, it is nnich easier to steal or export. The restrit of these knowledge transfer processes is the 
movement of fHgh skHT portions to the deveiofrng worid, t)oos6ng en^)toyer's profit margins, whfle 
permanentiy (foplactog Nghly-skHed American citizens. 
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A partkxilarty strildng example of the dangers associated with inteitectual property theft by high-sk8i 
nonimmigrant woricers is the story of Palcistani Abdul Kadeer Khan, Ph.D. Khan was a gifted and articulate 
Pakistani who received a master's level degree in West Germany followed by earning a Ph.D. in metallurgy 
from the CathoSc University of Leuven in Baissete, Belgium in 1972. Utilizing some form of a Dutch work 
visa analogous to the H-1B, Khan started work in 1972 for URENCO, a European conglomerate in Almelo, 
the Netfieriands. As a consequence of extremely lax security controls, Khan was at>le to make copies of 
almost all of the sensitive URENCO documentation for the manufacture of uRracentrifuges for separation of 
uranium isotopes used in ttie fetHication of nuclear b(xnt)$. This documentation was shipped to Pakistan 
during the course of Ktian's empk>ymenL Khan also obtained URENCO tnteSectuai property by befiriencKng 
other employees of the firm. (6.)

In December, 1975. after Khan had ol>tained all of this infonnatk>n, he and his f»nily suddenly left Almelo 
and returned to Pakistan. Khan became head of the Khan Research Laboratories and received considerable 
assistance from the Pakistani nwiitary establishment for the purpose of developing the Pakistani nuclear 
bomb. Khan was tried in absentia in Amsterdam in 1983 and sentenced to four years Bnprisonment for his 
espionage activities. (However, Khan was able to have Ns sentence reversed because he was never served 
with a subpoena, since ttie Pakistati nvlitary prevmited the Dutch subpoena from being served in Pakistan.) 
Pakistan detonated sbc nuclear bombs in May, 1998, about 22 years arifter Khan had left the Netherlands. 
Khan actively proliferated the nuclear bomb inteHeclual property to nations such as Libya, Iran, Malaysia. 
North Korea, and Communist Chkia and exchanged information with these and other nations as wen. Khan 
accumulated weU over $ 1 billion for the nudear bomb secrets. This author believes that the eventual Mcely 
result of Khan's intellectual property theft will be the detonation of a nuclear device in a U.S. city that win 
dwarf the Sejrtember 1 1 , 2001 attacks on the New Yorit Woiid Trade Center an6 tne Pentagon. 

Overpopulation via special visa programs in the U.S. benefits many of the economic elite at the expense of 
the middle dass. The resultant lalw gluts depress wages and benefits, enhancing employer profitability. 
The increaswig U.S. population pushes up the demand for the necessaries of fife »ich as food, dietter and 
transportation, )nekiing higt^r p(k»s and higher prom margins for the ea)norTHC elite. (Overpopul^^ 
biggest cause of environmental degradatkxi.) 

The author befeves that Bill Gates, III became the worW's wealthiest man as a resuK of U.S. spedsri visa 
programs which served to provkle a 'government subskty* for Microsoft CorporaSon in the fomn of young 
pliant, k>w- cost niported labor. Gates's wealth has given him unimaginable power. As a recent example, 
BUI Gates, III had the ear of the U.S. Senate HELP Conrmuttee on March 7. 2007 during his solo two hour 
speech in which Gates demanded 'infmite'' H-1B visas. (7.) No rebuttals from banned parties wwre permitted 
by Sen. Edward Kennedy (D-MA) nor Kennedy's Counsel Esther Olavarria.

Two books released in 2006 provide background regarding Jack Abramoff s tight control of Team Alwamofr 
- and his desire to attract deep-pocketed tobbying cfierts such as Microsoft Corporation (and one of 
Microsoft's proxy organizatkxis. The Business Software AWance.) The long - term relationships between 
lawyer Jack Abramoff, lobbyist Grover Norquist, and lobbyist Ralph Reed ase imderscored. Lawyer Davki 
Safavian is also involved with Microsoft.The K Street Gang: The Rise and Fall of the Republican 
Machine by Matthew Continetti (DotAleday) was completed in late JwMjary. 2006. The second book. Heist:

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It is likely that Team AbramofT was emboldened t)y their Microsoft - financed 1996 victory against Senator 
Simpson's H-1b visa program reform. Thus, they worked with House and Senate leaders to ram through H- 
1B visa level increases in 1998 via 8.1723, sponsored by Senator Spencer Abraham (R-MI) and passed on 
May 18, 1998 and Rep. Lamar Smith sponsored (R-TX) H.R.3736 during the IDS'" Congress. (The process 
that employer interests used to remove the worlcforce protections is summarized in Reference 15., above. 
The vehicle for 1998 passage was to t>ury the provisions of tfw employer-ftiendly S.1723 in the 'must pass' 
bill, "The OmnitMis Consolidated and Emergency Si4>piemental Apjaropriations Act, 1999." PuWic Law 105- 
277 signed by President Clinton on October 21 , 1998. The section numbers are 401-431 . 

Again, on October 3, 2000, dewxis means were used to pass S.2045. Sponsored by Orrin Hatch (R-UT) 
and cosponsored by Sen. Spencer Abraham (R-MI) and 23 other Senators, which further increased the H-

Doggett 
said he scurried to the House floor, wtiite other mayor supporters of the legislation also rushed back to 
Capitol HHI. Using varfous procechiral moves, the GOP leaders ended the debate G|uk:kly and c^ied for a 
voice vote, even though the House was nearly empty. 'If s a really sorry way to run a railroad," he sakl. "This 
was very improper. We needed this bill, but I wtHikl hope that...a better job coukl be done by a new 
Congress."

(Representafive Cannon hired tobbyist Davkl Safovian ^xxit 3 months later as his Chief of Staff.) 
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Representatives Dick Armey (R-TX) who was the House Majority Leader and Tom Delay (R-TX) The 
Hammer", House Majority Whip, amassed huge leadership PACs, ftinded by Microsoft and other high tech 
finms, to "enforce party discipline" during the lOS"' and 106 Congress. Armey and Delay would dote out 
funds to Republican U.S. Representatives that voted according to their mstructions. Both Representatives 
aggressively promoted H-1B visa program expansion. Here is an excerpt fnm a related story. 

Microsoft Is Source of Soft Money' Funds Behind Ads in Michigan's Senate Race

The unregulated "soft money" contributions were funneled through the Mich^n Chamber of Commerce, 
whose name appears on the ads. Microsoft also helped pay fior a new wave of ads due to ain in the final two 
weeks of the campaign targeting Rep. Debbie Stabenow, the Michigan Democrat mnning to unseat Sen. 
Abraham, people ^riHiar with the fund-raising effort said. 

Microsoft's involvement in the race underscores its increasing political ctout and sophistKation. The 
company has spent nearty $16 miliion on lobbying, cash donations to candidates and unr«gulatad 
soft-money gifts in state and federal races since it came under government antitrust scrutiny in 
1997. Sen. Abraham's re-electron is critically important to the Repubfican party and to Senate Majority 
Leader Trent Lott, who has pressed high-technok>gy companies for help. 

The effort brought a huge influx of special-interest money Into the Michigan race in support of Sen. 
Abraham, who has tong champnned high-tech companies on Capitol HBI. As chairman of the Senate 
immigration siAcommittee, he recently led the effort to enact legislation granting tens of thousands of new 
visas for foreign woriters, a bill strongly backed by con^ianies desperate for engineers and other skifled 
wtM^ers Mk:rosoft's politk:^ involvement has risen sharply since 1977. according to Corranon Cause, a 
campaign-refcKm group. The group's president. Scott Harshbarger, says, Ihe software giant has become a 
soft-money giant" Microsoft offidais say its widening political involvement goes far beyond artftrust issues. 
The immigration i>ill was a major legislative priority this year, they saW. afor^ with such issues as 
federal copyright law, taxes, technokigy exports and Irrtemet polrcy. 

Figure 3, the Mfcrosoft -Team AbranK>fr organizaton chart includes a total of eteven names as of tfie date 
of this manuscript. All except Reed are kientified as MkTosoft fobbyists in U.S. Senate Offrce of PuWk 
Records tobbying disctosure ftxms using the spelHng of their names shown on the orgarwtatkxi dwt. The 
names Abramoff, Reed, Norquist. and Safovian have already ^)peared above. http://www.SourceWatch.oro 
is a useful source for tobbyist background infonnatkm. Patrick PizzeBa VKOrited vnth Abramoff at Preston- 
Gates from 1996 until 2001. when he became Assistant Secretary for Admkiistratfon and Management at 
the Departments L^X)r under PreskJent George W. Bush. Shavwi VaseH was a former staffer for both 
Porter Goss (R-FL) and judkaary subcommittee chair Senator Spencer Abrertiam (R-MI) who worthed with 
Abramoff at both Preston-Gates and Greenberg-Traivig. WBIiam JaneH worked with Abramoff at Preston 
Gates. Janell sen«d as Deputy Chief of Staff and Canpagn Manager tor Rep. Tom Delay (R-TX) vxhen 
Delay was Majority WNp. Tony Rudy served as Deputy Chief of Staff (and fomier counseO to House 
Majority Leader Tom Delay (R-TX) from 1998 until 2001 . when he started as a Grewiberg-Traurig Mkaxjsoft 
tobbyist. Ed Buckhan senred as Chief of Staff to House Majority leacter Tom Delay when Delay was 
House Whip and heW several other Delay posts. Buckham founded the Alexander Strategy Group in 1998 
and founded the U.S. Fanuiy Networic about a year eartter. 

http://www. theaapc.orq/content/aboutus/bQard/michaelmihalkeasD notes tliat Mk^ael Mihaike served as 
ftmner Sen. Rfek Santorum's Pditkal Counsel (R-PA) until 1995. Thus, the fctoosoft tobbyists on Team 
Abramor tended to have relattonships to former Rep. Tom Delay. 

4. Next Steps 

There needs to be a restoration of multi-decade tong U.S. science and technotogy careers as the 
foundatton for mKtary and econoirac strength of U.S. Intellectual property such as inventkxis takes a tong 
time to devek>p. HistoricaUy. this inteBectual property has enhanced the profitability of corporatfons. long 
careers are incompatible with the current 'disposable emptoyee" practrces where most empkiyees are 
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discarded after a few years. The majority of "high tech" employers terminate their employees Iwfore they 
enter the protected dass (over age 40) defined l)y ttw Age Discrimination Act of 1967, as Amended. 

The author contacted Federal Judge EHen Segal Huvelle via a tetter on March 29, 2006. A redacted copy of 
this letter appears in the appendix of ttie online version of this article. Judge Huvelle is responsit}ie for 
sentendng Jack Abramoff as a consequence of his January 3, 2006 Washington EX; plea bargan. This 
author has teamed that sentencing will occur shortly. Two relevant sections of the U.S. Code should ap^: 
18 U.S.C. 201: Bribery of Public Officials and Witnesses and 18 U.S.C. 371: Conspiracy to Commit 
Offense or Cteftaud United States. Specifically, 18 U. S. C. §201 (c)(1)(A). prohft>its giving "anything of value" 
to a present, past, or future public official "for or because of any official act performed or to be performed by 
such puttie official." 

Given the history of the program, the author believes that the H-l B visa program is an example of "t>ad law." 
The entire program should be repealed, including the removal of elements of the program firom hamiful 
trade Ueaties, such as GATS. During the U.S. Great Depression, there was forced repatriation of fbre^ 
nationals to Mexico to generate workforce opportimities for American citizens. 

To improve the employment prospects of harmed U.S. dtizais, repatriation of impcMted foreign nationals, 
perhaps through "self deportation* of those whose spedari visas have expired - aid those v^io are working 
in the U.S. txit only hoMing tourist or student visas (many have also expired.) The legal term for ttiese 
individuals is that they are "out of status." 

The history of the H-1 B visa program demonstrates the need for campaign finance refomi to diminish 
fobbyist inipact. 

There also needs to be prosecution of current and former corrupt federal officials and comipt corporatk>ns. 
The author suggests use of appticabte RICO statutes 18 U.S.C. 1961 et. seq. without time limits for 
prosecution. 

There are many immigration refonn organizations such as NumbersUSA, FAIR, CIS, US Incorporated, 
WashTech, Programmer's Guikl. TORAW. NAEA, BrightFutureJobs. vsious organizations conqirised of 
exploited special visa hokiers and Representatives such as Rep. Tom Tancredo (R-CO) that de^re H-lb 
visa reform. The author believes th^ tfiese organizations and indivkjuals need to find "common grourxf in 
order to apply their passfon for reform. OthenMise, enqitoyer interests wifl assist in them pulling m (fifforent 
directions so that no reform is accon^>lished. The author has seen this occur in the reform orgaiizations 
YSN and NES, dted in the online section of this article. 

The chaHenges in these suggested next steps are are outlined in a SIIA Amkus Brief co-fted by Attorney 
Ken Wasch against Mkaroscrfl Corporation regarding the antitaust litigation filed t>y the U.S. Attorney General 
on May 18, 1998. 

"Atthough Mk:rosoft used to be a memtter of SIIA — aid a member of the SIIA Board of Directors — 
Mkrosoft resigned fix>m SIIA and withdrew its fonding after SIIA filed an amnus brief criticizing Mnrosoft's 
conduct at the iatxiity stage of this proceeding. Mkrosoft has also induced some other companies 
dependent upon it to withdraw fondng fixHn both amka. These events shed a strong light on the remedy 
issue now before the Court. Microsoft's power and wealth give it the abitity to both puni^ Hs critics 
and retain batiallofis of lawyers, lobbyists, and putiticistB to undermine the government at every 
turn."
